COLUMBUS, O.—According to 


Secretary of State, Clarence J. 
Brown, who has made a careful 
study of the matter and who has] 
checked over 800,000 of thp new li- 
censes before announcing his con- 
clusions, 68 1-3 per cent of all pas- 
senger cars in Ohio fall in the 
$7.00 license fee class. Another 
2? per cent of cars are taxed $10.- 
00 per year for plates. Thus it ap- 
pears that over 91 per cent of the 
car owners in this state pav $10.00 
or less for their license plates, but 
in 1930 the average cost of license 
plates was $4.56 per car, while it 
now appears that the average for 
passengers in 1932 will be about 
$8.60 per car. 
Over two millions of dollars in 


cigarette taxes have been collected 
by State Treasurer, Harrv S. Day 
during the first five months of its 
operation. The average daily col- 
lection by Treasurer Dav amounts 
to approximately 516,000. It is es- 
timated that the tax will bring a 
revenue to the state of possibly five 
millions of dollars per vear.
